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CURRENT ITEMS 


THE MARRIAGE A sudden rise in marriage rates in recent years 
BOOM has been common to most of Central, Northern, 
and Western Europe and the English speaking coun- 
tries overseas. These were the countries in which low fertility in the 
1930's gave rise to concern over "depopulation.'" The recent "bab 
boom" in these countries has been due inpart to the "marriage boom.’ 
In other regions also, recent years have witnessed perturbations in mar- 
riage rates partly, no doubt, because of the war and events subsequent 
to it. Owing to the inadequacy of statistics in most countries, it is not 
possible to determine how far developments in those countries which 
have experienced rises in the number of marriages are similar to 
changes in the areas of low birth rates with which this paper is mainly 
concerned. 


For general orientation, crude marriage rates may be used even 
though they do not accurately reflect changes in the marriage rates of 
the marriageable population and are likely tobe particularly misleading 
as an index of nuptiality in periods of rapid change. We may begin with 
a comparison of the general level of the crude marriage rate over the 
whole period since the middle of the 1930's. In Table 1 the principal 
European countries for which continuous series are available are ranked 
by the proportion in which their average marriage rate in the period 
1935-1950 exceeded the level of the rate in 1925-1934. It will be seen 
that broadly it was the countries of Northwest Europe which experienced 
a "marriage boom" during 1935-1950, whereas the average marriage 
rate in Southern and Eastern Europe fell below that of 1925-1934. The 
United States and the populations of European origin in the countries of 
the British Commonwealth recorded an increase in marriage rates of 
about the same magnitude as Northwest Europe. 


The increase in marriage rates did not follow the same pattern 
in all countries. The rhythm of economic recovery and the events of 
the war had, as might be expected, a strong influence on marriage rates. 
In neutral Sweden there was a gradual rise in the crude marriage rate 
to amaximum around 1942-1944, followed by an equally gradual decline. 
The belligerent countries experienced sharper fluctuations. Marriage 
rates were often low during the war years and there was a sharp post- 
war peak. The bulk of the "marriage boom" generally occurred later 
than in Sweden. (See chart.) 


One might be tempted to proceed to a more detailed study of the 
marriage boom by means of marriage rates specific by age and pre- 
vious marital status. The prospects for such an undertaking, however, 
are not promising owing to the paucity of marriage data in several coun- 
tries and the lack of population estimates to serve as bases for rates. 
Fortunately, however, the proportion of single persons in the population 
in different age groups provides a means of throwing light on several 
important aspects of the marriage boom. Proportions single are easily 
available; indeed, a recent international collectionof data on this subject 
is to be found in the United Nations Demographic Yearbook, 1949-50. 
Those portions of the following discussion which deal with the technique 
of studying marriage by means of proportions single are based on a 
more technical paper to be published in the journal Population Studies

Table 2 shows the striking recent fall in proportions single in 
a number of countries [2]. Figures are included for those countries 
about which information could be found for a date since 1945. The re- 
cent figures are compared with figures for a date as near as possible 
to the beginning of the high-marriage period. In general, there was no 
choice since data on the distribution of the population by marital status 
are, inmost countries, obtained only at censuses. Comparisons between 
countries have to be made with caution where the dates for which figures 
are available differ widely. Even where the dates are similar for two 
countries, the pattern of differences in the timing of the marriage boom 
needs to be kept in mind. There are also variations in the reliability of 
the data. In the case of men, some of the recent figures for proportions 
single may be affected by the exclusion from the data of some or all of 
the armed forces. 
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The marriage boom is reflected inthe proportions single at the 
younger ages, i.e., the proportion remaining single among groups whose 
marriages occurred in recent years. Atthe older ages there has so far 
been little change, for most of the first marriages of persons now aged 
over 40 occurred before the marriage boom. The following comments 
refer to proportions single at the younger ages. There hasbeen a sharp 
decline in proportions single in Australia, New Zealand, and the United 
States. In Europe there is a clear decline in the proportions single for 
women in all countries covered except France; the figures for men fail 
to show much decline in Ireland and the Netherlands, as wellas in France. 
In the remaining five countries (Denmark, Great Britain, Norway, Swe- 
den, and Switzerland) there were declines in proportions single for both 
sexes, though the changes were greater for women than for men. 


The Recent Changes in Historical and World-wide Perspective 


The changes described above must be viewed in relation to past 
experience. Only then can their magnitude be appreciated. Table 3 
shows historical series of proportions single for a number of Western 
countries. These series are census data, with the exception of the long 
and careful set of estimates made by Sundb&rg for Sweden, which ex- 
tends back to 1750 [3].

The countries included in Table 3 may be divided into three 
groups: (1) Denmark, Great Britain, the Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, 
and Switzerland; (2) the United States; (3) France and Ireland. In the 
first group of countries, the recent proportions single for women at the 
lower ages are below any recorded in the last hundred years. In the 
Scandinavian countries the dataextend back for several decades before 
the middle of the nineteenth century; the recent proportions single for 
women are well below those observed for that period. Among men the 
recent proportions single are also unprecedented in Denmark, Great 
Britain, and Switzerland. However, in Norway and the Netherlands they 
are slightly above the lowest previously recorded, and according to the 
estimates for eighteenth century Sweden, the proportions single for men 
at that time were below those of today but rose to the present levels at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century.

In the United States the recent proportions single fall below any 
recorded since 1890, when data first became available. However, it 
seems likely that for several decades before 1890 the proportions single 
were above the recent figures. This conclusion is supported by data on 
proportions single available for a few states in this period [4]. 


The present situation is thus largely unprecedented in recent 
Western history. It is not only the level of proportions single in the 
last few years that deserves special notice. The reduction has taken 
place with unparalleled suddenness. No one examining the trend of pro- 
portions single uptothe early 1930's—or the trend of any other statis- 
tical index for marriage—could have predicted the recent changes. Re- 
ductions in the proportions single were indeed occurring in some coun- 
tries before 1930, but they were very slow in comparison with what has 
occurred in the last two decades. 


The cases of France and Ireland require special discussion. 
France, so far as data available at present show, has not participated 
inthe recent dramatic change in proportions single[5]. Two points rel- 
evant to the interpretation of the contrast between France and the North- 
west European countries in group (1) need to be mentioned. In the first 
place, France experienced a far greater disruption of normal marriage 
trends during the war since a larger proportion of marriageable men 
were outside the country. Secondly, in regard to marriage as in other 
respects, the demographic history of France has differed from the 
general pattern of Northwest European countries. In France a fairly 
substantial reduction in proportions single occurred in the first three 
decades of the century. In the early 1930's the pattern of proportions 
single in France was outside the range of experience of Northwest Europe 
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and near that of the United States. As a result of the recent changes in 


the other Northwest European countries, France is no longer conspicuous 
among them as a country of early marriage. 


The demographic history of Ireland is remarkable in many re- 
spects. In the middle of the nineteenth century, the proportions single 
were similar to those of some other Northwest European countries [6]. 
After that, a steady increase occurred up to the 1930's. Ireland devel- 
oped a unique pattern of very late marriage with very large proportions 
of both men and women remaining single throughout life. The proportions 
single have been diminishing slightly inthe last decade after increasing

to territories as of the dates stated. 



































for a century, but there still seems no radical departure towards levels 
nearer to those of other countries. In interpreting the proportions single 
the large volume of emigrationfrom Ireland must betaken into account. 
Presumably, far fewer of the migrants than of those who stayed at home 
remained unmarried. The patterns of late marriage and heavy emigration 
in Ireland are generally interpreted as a reaction to the great famine 
of the 1840's. 


It is instructive to view recent trends in countries of the indus- 
trial West in comparison with the rest of the world as well as in rela- 
tion to their own past experience, although such a comparison faces dif- 
ficulties arising out of errors and incomparabilities in the data. 


The family as an institutionis not the same in different cultures, 
and it isnot possible to define "marriage" in a unique way for statistical 
purposes in all countries. Clearly, the term ''married" has a different 
meaning in a country suchas India where child marriage is traditional, 
from that which it has in a European setting. Moreover, the data on age 
distribution in many countries are known to be inaccurate, and marital 
status data are also often suspect: With these reservations in mind, it 
nevertheless seems worth while briefly to consider the recent Western 
industrial experience in relationto that of some non-Western countries. 
Table 4 shows figures for a selection of countries where data are avail- 
able. Latin America has beenomitted because the consensually married 
persons in that region form a large proportion of the population and 
their statistical treatment is so uncertain that comparisons become 
problematical. 


Most of Europe has been characterized by very high proportions 
single in comparison with most other parts of the world. Proportions 
single are high by world standards not only in the countries discussed 
so far, but also in the remainder of Central Europe and in Southern Eu- 
rope (Germany, Austria, Hungary, Poland, Spain, Italy, etc.). However, 
several Eastern European countries (Bulgaria, Russia, Yugoslavia) 
depart completely from the general European pattern [7]. In this grou 
of countries, which will here be denoted asthe ''Eastern European group," 
the proportions single are much lower. People marry earlier and there 
are very few left single after age 30. The gap separating the Eastern 
European group from the remainder of Europe maybe characterized in 
various ways. We may note, for example, that among men aged 20-24 
the proportion single inthe Eastern European group is below 60 percent. 
No country in the remainder of Europe (until very recently) recorded 
a figure below 75. The Asian countries display a variety of patterns, 
but the proportions single are, in most cases, far lower even than in 
Eastern Europe. Ceylon and Japan are striking exceptions. Ceylon may 
be only an apparent exception since it is believed that at censuses in 
that country a large number of persons whose marriages have not been 
registered fail to be reported as married [8]. InJapan the proportions 
single have increased since 1920, when data first became available, as 
the following figures show:

Reference to Table 2 shows that the recent changes in Western 
European countries have been too small to close the gap between them 
and even the Eastern European countries, not to speak of most of Asia. 
However, the proportions single in the United States, which before 1940 
were slightly below the Western European level, have now come within 
the Eastern European range. 


A recital of statistical facts seems to call for some comment on 
the social factors underlying the figures. In spite ofthe huge volume of 
literature on marriage and the family, little attention has been devoted 
to the statistics, and little attempt has been made to explain the observed 
variations in the frequency of marriage and age at marriage. There is 
no well developed body of thought which could serve as a starting point 
for an explanation of the recent "marriage boom." One widespread im- 
pression—that the special marriage pattern of Western Europe is due 
to the rise of "urban industrial civilization''—is demonstrably false. 
It seems to be based largelyon the view that marriage used to occur at 
avery much earlier age in Western Europe. The evidence for this view 
is literary—for example, Juliet's marriage at the age of 14 has been 
frequently cited. Whatever the position inthe Middle Ages may have been 
(it has been suggested that the upper classes married much earlier than 
the mass of the people), such statistical data as exist for the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries indicate that the marriage pattern in 
Northwest European countries had not changed substantially between that 
time and the 1930's. The main evidence is provided by the proportions 
single. (See Table 3.) The earliest data in all countries fall clearly 
within the Western European andnotthe Eastern European pattern. The 
modern marriage pattern clearly existed before Western Europe be- 
came industrialized or urbanized. Moreover, it has not been true with- 
in Western experience that agricultural populations marry to a greater 
extent or earlier than urban populations; infact, onthe whole both nine- 
teenth and twentieth century statistics show the reverse, at least for the 
male population[9]. A special pattern of marriage (relatively late mar- 
riage and high proportions never marrying) has appa-ently character- 
ized for centuries the civilization which gave rise to modern industrial 
society. 


The Decline in Age at Marriage 


By this time, the reader is probably impatient of "changes in 
the proportions single." "Obviously," he may say, ''the age at marriage 
has declined—would it not be much more interesting to measure the de- 
cline?'"' Unfortunately, the measurement of the age at marriage (and 
other aspects of marriage) is a more complex problem than is often 
supposed. There is no simple answer to the question often asked, "What 
is the age at marriage in the United States today?" and there would be 
no simple answer even if all relevant statistical data were available. 
Anumber of methods may be used to measure the age at marriage; they 
often differ considerably and their variation over time is by no means 
the same. Which method should be used depends, as it generally does 
in demography, upon the purpose of the measurement; which method can 
be used depends upon the availability of data. 


The statistical study of marriage is a neglected field compared 
with that of births and deaths. The technique of the life table has in- 
deed been applied to marriages; the idea of calculating how many "'sur- 
vive'' unmarried at each age is an obvious one, but few "nuptiality ta- 
bles" have been computed. (The term "nuptiality table" has found even

less acceptance than the technique itself.) Demographers have devoted 
their attention mainly to births and deaths. Sociologists and others con- 
cerned with marriage and the family, even when they have used statis- 
tics, have generally been unaware of the problems of measurement tech- 
nique. 


Perhaps one reason for the neglect of marriage by demographers 










































has been that, while striking changes were occurring in fertility and 
mortality, nothing much was happening to marriages apart from obvious 
year-by-year fluctuations. One much documented conclusion in works 
of population statistics is that the secular decline of the birth rate was 
not caused by any drastic change in the frequency of marriage or the 
age at marriage. 


The marriage boom poses an obvious challenge to students of 
measurement technique. The data on proportions single suggest that, 
in some sense, a decline in age at marriage is in process. "If today 
twice as many people are married by age 20 as there were fifteen years 
ago," one might ask, ''doesn't that mean that people are marrying young- 
er?" Yetthe crude general mean age at marriage (the mean of the dis- 
tribution by age of all marriages, including remarriages, occurring in 
a given period) has shown no consistent declining trend, as Table 5 
illustrates. There are no similar data for the United States, but there 
is no reason to suppose that, if such figures were available, they would 
show a different result. 


The proportions single have, in the past, been employed for the 
study of marriage mainly because they are often available even when 
registration data on marriage are deficient. Examples are Brazil, the 
United States, and the Arab population of Palestine. The United Nations 
has recently included a paper on this subject in a collection of studies 
intended to assist in the exploitation of census data in countries where 
registration statistics are defective [10]. The recent "marriage boom" 
is an indication that proportions single can be useful also in other cir- 
cumstances. 


The remainder of this paper will be devoted to indicating (1) 
what kind of indices relating to marriage—and particularly to age at 
marriage—can be derived most easily from proportions single, and (2) 
what kind of guess at the decline in the age at marriage results from 
the application of these techniques. The term "marriage" will denote 
"first marriage" unless otherwise stated. 


The use of proportions single is particularly simple if two con- 
ditions are approximately fulfilled. (1) If the incidence of mortality and 
migration at each age is the same for both the single and the general 
population, the proportion of persons in an age group who are single is 
determined only by the frequency of first marriage experienced by the 
group up to the date of observation. (2) If the rates of first marriage 
in a community are constant over a period of time, the proportions single 
provide a very simple means for the study of the rates of marriage of 
single persons. For, in such a community, a table of proportions single 
recorded at a census for successive ages may be taken to represent the 
experience of a cohort passing through life. By observing the progres- 
sive reduction in proportions single with increasing age, the rates of 
first marriage by age may be deduced. 


From an age schedule of marriage rates, as from an age sched- 
ule of fertility or mortality rates, various measures may be constructed. 
One way of proceeding is to envisage a hypothetical cohort, in which 
there are no deaths of persons in the marriageable ages, and which is 
subject at each age to the marriage rates implied by the proportions 
single. The distribution of marriages in such a cohort can be computed 
without using any additional data and the proportion left single at each 
age is simply the proportion single recorded at the census or survey. 
When such a calculation is made using marriage rates computed by re- 
lating registered marriages tothe single population (rather than derived 


























from proportions single), itis calleda gross nuptiality table. The under- 
lying conception is obviously closely similar to that of the conventional 
gross reproduction rate. (Indeed the words "gross" and ''net'' are clearly 
applied by analogy to reproductivity.) 


The conception described in the last paragraph may be usefully 
interpreted in another way. For simplicity of language, it is convenient 
to do this in terms of a particular index. Since we are concerned with 
measuring the age at marriage, we take the average age [11] at mar- 
riage of persons marrying under 50 in a hypothetical cohort such as is 
described in the last paragraph [12]. This index will, for want of a bet- 
ter term, be called the "singulate mean age at marriage." 


If the first of the conditions mentioned above is roughly fulfilled, 
then the experience of the hypothetical cohort without mortality is rough- 
ly the same as that of those members of a real cohort who survive to 
age 50. The mean age at marriage in the hypothetical cohort is the 
same as the mean age at marriage of those who survive to age 50 and 
have married by that age. (This figure will, of course, be slightly higher 
than that which would be obtained if the marriages of those who died 
under 50 were taken into account.)

The singulate mean age at marriage fulfillsthe general purpose 
of refined indices in demography in "eliminating" the effects of varia- 
tions in age structure and other perturbations considered irrelevant to 
the purpose in hand. It depends only on the marriage frequencies im- 
plied by the proportions single and does not involve any other element; 
for example, unlike standardized rates, it involves no arbitrary age dis- 
tribution. Moreover, it can be computed in a few minutes from data in 
five-year age groups. Finally, the proportions single are easily avail- 
able and thus comparisons over time and between countries which would 
demand great labor if other methods were used, become practicable. 


As an index of marriage age some may prefer the mean age at 
which all marriages (with no upper limit) occur in a cohort subject to 
mortality as well as to marriage. This index differs from that which 
has here been termed the singulate mean age at marriage in two re- 
spects: the inclusionof marriages over 50, and allowance for mortality. 
The first factor is usually small; the second is small if mortality is 
low. The two factors work in opposite directions, and in countries where 
mortality is low there is likely to be little difference between the two 
indices [13]. 


The second condition mentioned above (fairly constant propor- 
tions single over time) was reasonably well fulfilled in most Western 
countries in the first four decades of the twentieth century. Table 6 
shows the singulate mean age at marriage as derived from the data of 
the 1930's. However, since there were some fluctuations in marriage 
rates over time, and other disturbances (notably correlation between 
mortality and migration onthe one hand, and marital status on the other) 
affect the data, the figures are given only to the nearest half year. 


The pattern revealed is well known. The United States and Ire- 
land stand out as the extremes of early and late marriage in the Western 
world. However, if the singulate mean age at marriage is computed 
from the dataof the 1931 census of India, the result is 19 years for men 
and 12.5 years for women. (See chart on front cover.) 


Estimating the decline in age at marriage which is occurring in 
the Western countries is more complex. In a transition period, one of 
the conditions of the use of the singulate age at marriage (the condition 
that proportions single have been constant over a period of time) is 
clearly violated. 


The position maybe illustrated by the following figures on pro- 
portions single among women in Sweden in 1935 and 1945.

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The figures for 1935 form a steadily diminishing series. They 
might represent the proportions recorded by a cohort at successive 
ages. On the other hand, the proportions for 1945 clearly represent 
a transitional stage. It is inconceivable that either in a single cohort 
or permanently ina populationa larger proportion of people should have 
been married at 35-39 than at 40-44. It would not make much sense to 
compute a singulate mean age at marriage from a series of this sort. 


The comparison of the two sets of proportions single does, how- 
ever, permit the inference that, in a significant sense, the age at mar- 
riage in Sweden is declining. Consider, for example, the women aged 
25-29 in 1945. They were born in the years 1916-1920. Seventy per 
cent of them had married by the end of 1945. Ten years earlier among 
women of the same age (i.e., born 1906-1910) only 51 percent had mar- 
ried. Obviously, afar greater proportion of the later group had married 
before they were 25. Of course, this group had not completed its mar- 
ital history by 1945; but it is clearly most unlikely that when that his- 
tory is complete it will turn out that the mean age at which all their mar- 
riages occurred will be higher thanthe mean age for the earlier group. 
There simply are not enough women left in the later group to get mar- 
ried at the higher ages and thus raise the mean age at marriage. 


Thus, it may be shown that in a number of Western countries the 
cohorts who are now in their twenties and thirties are marrying earlier 
than their predecessors. In order to obtain a measure of this decline 
in the age at marriage, itis obviously necessary to make a guess at the 
number and age distribution of the future marriages of the cohorts in 
question. A crude guess can be made using no other materials than the 
proportions single. Table 6 gives minimum figures for the decline in 
age at marriage deduced on the basis of the proportions single in Table 
2 [14]. 


The picture of the change in age at marriage obtained in this way 
differs substantially from that shown by the crude general age at mar- 
riage as given in Table 5. The difference is partly attributable to the 
fact that the singulate mean age at marriage "eliminates'' changes in 
age structure and relates to first marriages only. (In several countries 
there have recently been sharp fluctuations in the proportion of first 
marriages to remarriages both for men and women.) In addition, how- 
ever, in a period of rapidly changing marriage rates, the actual distri- 
bution of marriages by age shows special temporary features that arise 
because the marriages at the older ages are those of cohorts whose 
earlier marriages took place in accordance with a different pattern. For 
a discussion of this point as well as for details of the procedures by 
which Table 6 was computed, the reader must be referred to the more 
technical study mentioned above [15]. 


Table 6 shows substantial declines in age at marriage for both 
sexes inthe United States, Australia, and New Zealand and in the follow- 
ing European countries: Denmark, England and Wales, Sweden, and Swit- 
zerland. The process of decline had presumably not been completed in 
the interval of time covered by the data, and the length of the interval is 
not the same for all the countries. Perhaps the most significant state- 
ment is that the age at marriage has been declining in the countries 
mentioned at an average rate of at least one-tenth of a year per annum 
for the female population. (In Denmark and in England and Wales the 
rate of reduction was apparently slightly less for men.) Such a rate of 
decline cannot go on for long, particularly ina country such as the United 











States, where by Western standards people already marry young. 








































Similar argument shows that the proportion of persons who never 
marry in the course of their lives is likely todiminish in these same 
countries. The probable diminution is particularly striking among the 
female population in the Western European countries. In these coun- : 
tries in the past, a far larger proportion of women than of men had re- 
mained single. This difference between the sexes seems likely to dis- 
appear.

(3) The problem of Germany is complicated. It would be worth 
exploring to what extent the "marriage boom" in 1933-1939 was sim- 
ilar to what has occurred elsewhere more recently. Analysis of the 
postwar picture is rendered difficult by the difference in area be- 
tween the Federal Republic (for which current data are available) 
and prewar Germany and by the sharp perturbations in age-sex com- 
position resulting from the two world wars and the aftermath of 
World War II. In the following table, the figures for 1925 and 1939 
relate tothe territory of Germany in those years; the data for 1946 
and 1950 arefor the area of the Federal Republic of Germany. The

The data for 1841 fall within the experience of other Northwest 
European countries. Nevertheless, the proportions single are fairly 
high and there is nothing inthese figures to indicate that before the 
famine the Irish were remarkable for early marriage. (This view 
has recently been put forward by K. H. Connell in his book The Pop- 
ulation of Ireland, 1750-1845. Oxford, Clarendon Press, 1950.) 


No data appear to be available for Romania since 1889. At that date 















and for the territory of the period, the proportions single in the age 
groups 20-24 and 25-29 were .67 and .21, respectively, for men and

At the census of 1901, the proportion single in the age group 20-29 
was found to be .48 for men and .18 for women. In 1911 the cor- 
responding figures were .61 and.21. The report on the 1911 census 
expresses the belief that the 1901 datawere more complete because 
public opinion at that time attached less significance to the registra- 
tion of marriages. The proportions single recorded at the censuses 
of 1921 and 1946 were very close to those of 1911. In 1946 for the 
first time, the enumerators were instructed to distinguish in their 
entries between registered and customary marriages. Of those re- 
ported as married in the age range 20-29, about one-third were re- 
corded as married by custom.

Evidence relatingto differences in marriage patterns between city 
and country and between those in agriculture and those in other eco- 
nomic activities is scattered through the censuses and vital statistics 
of Western countries. Most of it has never been analyzed. The 
study of the marriage habits of groups to which people often suc- 
cessively belong in the course of their lives is beset with special 
difficulties; for example, there has been a tendency for particularly 
heavy migration of the unmarried to cities. Only a brief indication 
of the type of data available can be given here. Thus, for Switzer- 
land in the last quarter of the eighteenth century the following three 
lines of evidence may be cited: 


(1) Proportions single for men were higher in the country than 
in the city; for women the relationship was reversed. Thus in 1888 
among men aged 25-34 living in cities 45 per cent were single; among 
those of the same age living in rural areas, 48 per cent were single. 
Among the women the corresponding figures were 44 per cent for 
the urban and 39 per cent for the rural population. [See Switzer- 
land.

(2) Proportions single for men employed in agriculture were 
above the national average. Thus, at the census of 1900 the follow- 
ing proportions were recorded as single in the specified age groups:

(3) Marriage rates (marriages related to the number of single, 
widowed, and divorced men aged 18 or more) were lower in agri- 
cultural than in industrial districts. (The districts were classified 
on the basis of the percentage of the occupied population employed 
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in agriculture.) The marriage rates (per 1,000) were as follows:

Any other measure of central tendency could, of course, be used 
in place of the mean. The United States Census Bureau uses the 
median. 


It is usual to impose an upper limit, because the fluctuations from 
age group to age group in the proportions single among very old 
persons reflect factors which are clearly not connected with mar- 
riage frequency. Forthe quantitative effect of the limitation to age 
50, see the next footnote. 


The orders of magnitude involved may be illustrated by means of 
gross and net nuptiality tables. Thus, in a net nuptiality table for 
females in England and Wales, 1930-1932, the mean age at which 
marriages of all ages occurred was 25.70. In the gross nuptiality 
table the mean age for all marriages was 25.90; that for marriages 
under age 50, 25.55. Forthe United States in 1940, the correspond- 
ing figures were 25.54, 25.74, and 25.54 for men and 22.74, 22.81, 
and 22.71 for women. For Switzerland, 1939-1944, one obtains

28.92, 29.14, and 28.88 for men; 26.02, 26.12, and 26.00 for women.

SEVENTH SESSION uary 19 to 30, 1953. Fifteennations had 


representatives on the Commission: 
Australia, Belgium, Brazil, China, France, Indonesia, Iran, Mexico, 
Peru, Sweden, Ukrainian Soviet Socialist Republic, Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics, United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land, United States of America, and Yugoslavia. The Commission elected 
the following members as officers: Chairman, D. Vogelnik, Yugoslavia; 
Vice-Chairman, G. Jardim, Brazil; Rapporteur, N. H. Carrier, United 
Kingdom; and Assistant Rapporteur, J. Mertens de Wilmars, Belgium. 
P. K. Whelpton, Director of the Population Division, served as repre- 
sentative of the Assistant Secretary-General, and John D. Durand was 
Secretary of the Commission. 


The development of the organization and activities of the Popu- 
lation Commission has been noted in previous issues of Population Index, 
both in special notes in this section and in citations of publications of the 
Commission, the Population Division, and the Statistical Office. Although 
the work of the seventh session followed the direction of movement ap- 
parent in earlier sessions, specialtrends were evident both in the con- 
stitution of the Commission and inthe nature of its activities. The mem- 
bership had been expanded from twelve to fifteen in order to broaden 
the participation of member countries, and a larger number of the coun- 
tries had designated general representatives rather than technical spe- 
cialists. The activities focused on an evaluation of past performance 
and future needs in the light of the terms of reference of the Commission: 


"The Population Commission shall arrange for studies and ad- 
vise the Economic and Social Council on (a) the size and structure of 
population and changes therein, (b) the interplay of demographic factors 
and economic and social factors, (c) policies designed to influence the 
size and structure of population and the changes therein, (d) any other 
demographic questions on which either the principal or the subsidiary 













































organs of the United Nations or the specialized agencies may seek ad- 
s " 
vice. [a] 


In its earlier sessions, the Population Commission had recog- 
nized that there was a necessary sequence to the analysis required by 
these terms of reference, that improvement in the quantity and quality 
of demographic data was precondition to the fulfillment of responsibilities 
for analysis and policy advice to the Economic and Social Council. The 
evolution and gradually increasing importance of analytical and service 
activities are noted as follows in the report of the Commission to the 
Economic and Social Council: 


"Since the third session of the Commission, a major part of the 
available resources of the Secretariat... have been engrossed in studies 
concerning the interrelations of demographic, economic and social fac- 
tors. One of these studies, a major work entitled 'Determinants and 
Consequences of Population Trends,' is shortly to be published, pre- 
senting a summary of the findings of many studies which have been made 
on the relationships between population trends and economic and social 
factors. 


"More direct study of the problem has been undertaken by the 
Government of India in co-operation with the Secretary-General, with 
the purpose of determining the factors affecting population changes un- 
der differing economic and social conditions inan under-developed coun- 
try.eee 


"At the request of the Commission, the Secretariat also has 
under way a systematic series of projections of future populations which 
should enable the Economic and Social Council, specialized agencies, 
and national governments to evaluate probable future needs for food, 
health, education, and many of their development programmes. On the 
basis of these projections the Secretariat has already been enabled to 
proceed with integrated studies of the demographic aspects of migra- 
tion, and of the demographic factors in the problems of the aged, of the 
future supply of manpower, etc." [b] 


The broad scope of Commission interest and Secretariat activity 
is indicated by the outline of topics in the report to the Economic and 
Social Council: (1) World Population Conference. (2) Demographic as- 
pects of problems of economic and social development, including the 
following subtopics: Findings of studies of the interrelationships of 
demographic, economic, and social factors; gaps in present knowledge 
of the interrelationships of demographic, economic, and social factors; 
demographic aspects of the programs of Regional Economic Commis- 
sions; national and local studies of population in relation to economic 
and social development of underdeveloped countries; analysis of the 
results of population censuses taken in and around 1950; fertility and 
mortality studies in underdeveloped countries; and population estimates 
and forecasts. (3) Migration. (4) Improvement of demographic statistics. 
(5) Demographic seminars and training courses. (6) Other items. 


Adetailed summary of the discussions and recommendations of 
the Commission need not be presented here, for it is readily available 
in the report to the Economic and Social Council. The Commission re- 
viewed the program of work that it had previously recommended as well 
as new items brought to its attention. It refrained from setting up new 
projects relating to the compilation of statistical data or the analysis of 
methodological problems. Itcut in half the number of projects to which 
it had assigned high priority, and it assigned first priority to the com- 
pletion of those projects that were already far advanced, as well as to 























preparatory work for the World Population Conference. It conciuded 
that future efforts should be concentrated on four lines of work: (1) 
Studies of interrelations of demographic, economic, and social factors; 
(2) analyses of future population trends; (3) studies of migration, both 
international and internal; (4) continuing Secretariat services, including 
technical assistance. The Commission also emphasized that "'... satis- 
factory progress on the most important and urgent projects cannot be 
expected unless the Population Division ofthe Secretariat is fully staffed 
with qualified personnel." [c] 


The representatives of the Ukrainian Soviet Socialist Republic 
and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics disagreed sharply with the 
representatives of other countries on several issues involving social 
and economic interpretations or the assessment of priorities in analysis. 
Statements of the views of the dissident representatives were included 
at their request in the Commission's report. At the last meeting of the 
session when the report as a whole was put to the vote, the representa- 
tives of the Soviet countries not only abstained from voting but asked 
that their abstention be noted in the report.
